To  the  Jloiwrahfe  the  Commhsmitr  of  Crovm  Lauds  for  Ontario : — 

The  Memorial  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  County  of  Lin- 
coln, humbly  sheweth  : 

(i.)  That  a  petition  was  circulated  in  the  Township  of  Pelham, 
in  the  County  of  Welland,  and  the  Township  of  Gainsboro,  in  the 
County  of  Lincoln,  praying  that  the  report  as  to  the  town  line  between 
the  said  townships,  and  which  is  also  the  line  between  the  said 
counties,  made  by  Edward  Gardner,  Esquire,  P.  L.  S.,  who  was  duly 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  be  carried  into  effect,  and  the  town  line 
opened  up  to  its  full  7Citdi/i,  in  accordance  with  the  said  report.
